PRESIDENT DE VALERA—There was no 
trouble in this respect, because all parties 
were agreed about it. 

He went on to say that if it were the case 
of coming in to do something special for 
somebody of other, then a case might be 
made; but he submitted that here there was 
definite proof, the time chosen for paymerit

He (Mr, Morrissey) dissociated himself 
from any suggestion that the President or his 
family benefited by the transaction, but it was 
well known to. most. people that the /rish Preas 
could not continue unless it got this money. 
Money that was obtained for the /rish Press 
in this country was obtained ‘under false pre- 
tences, because the people were asked to sub- 
scribe to a national non-party paper, 


tinued for many years. In 1925 to 1927, when

The selection ot subjects, therefore, to 
be dealt with is in the hands o: the com- 
mittees themselves.

ALIENS IN THE FREE STATE 


A return presented to the Dail yester- 
day gives the number of aliens landed, 
embarked and refused leave to land in the 
Free State in the year ended March 31, 
1933. 

At Queenstown during the year 11,344 
aliens landed, as against 5,735 in the 
previous year; 9,655 embarked, against 
4,165. Three were refused permission to 
land, as against one in the previous year. 

At Galway 5,661 aliens landed, as 
against 2,454 in the previous year; 3,337 
embarked, as against 1,530, and one was 
refused permission to land. 

At Moville 1,842 aliens landed, as 
against 1,094; 1,077 embarked, as against 
656 


At Dublin 4,842 aliens landed, and 
2,969 embarked. 

Of the total, 23,689 aliens landed at Free 
were Americans, 732 
French, 671 Datch and 150 Polish. 

The large fumber of aliens who arrived 
in the year under review—namely, 23,689, 
us against 9,283 the previous year, was 
presumably in connection with the 
Eucharistic Congress of June, 1932.

"BUTTER BOUNTY. 


MR. J. H, THOMAS AND 
BRITISH DUTIES. 


x— 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. J. H. Thomas (Dominions Secretary) 
informed Major Ross (Conservative, 
Londonderry) that the average duty per 
ewt. on Irish Free State butter imported 
into the United Kingdom is about 22s. per 
cwt., and the Irish Free State Government 
export bounty is approximately 80s. per 
ewt. on creamery butter, and 50s. per cwt. 
on other butter. The object of the duty 
was to collect revenue to meet the loss 
incurred by the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment’s failure to implement its obliga- 
tions. 

Major Ross—Why does not the right 
hon. gentleman put up the duty to some- 
thing that bears some relation to the 
bounty which he has produced by starting 
this policy, which he is so inffectively 
carrying out? (Cheers. ) 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—The last service that 
could be rendered to this dispute would be 
to assume that the British Government 
were to be influenced by a policy for 
Northern Ireland, or for any other part. 
The Government’s unanimous policy _in 
imposing these duties is 4 not to 
differentiate either with Northern Ireland 
or with Southern Ireland, or even with 
British agriculture, but is to consider 
solely first that the Irish Free State is 
still a member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. They owe the United 
Kingdom money, and we intend to take 
the steps we feel necessary to obtain the 
money, and we do not intend to be accused 
of any vindictive policy or ulterior motive. 

Major Ross said that allowing the 
bounty to exceed the duty by 60s. per cwt. 
was making United Kingdom butter pro- 
ducers pay the money which the Dominions 
Secretary was trying to get. Had he any 
anxiety that anyone would think him 
vindictive because of this feeble policy? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—Any question of the 
imposition of these duties, so far as British 
agriculture is concerned, becomes the 

vernment’s agricultural policy. Any 
question regarding that should be 
addressed to the Minister of Agriculture, 
and not to me.

was the percentage of increase of Irish 
Free State butter imports into the United 
Kingdom during the first five months of 
the -present year, compared with the first 
five months of last year.

. The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: It may be accepted as certain, 
after the strenuous éfforts of the Chair- 
man and others yesterday, that the World 
Economic Conference is to continue, in 
some form or other, and the immediate 
question now is, whether it is still to be 
a plenary Conference, the existing Com- 
missions and Sub-coémmissions being main- 
tained in their present organisation, or 
whether, in the light of four weeks’ ex- 
perience, it is to be reduced and re- 
arranged. Whatever may be the prospects 
of world-wide decisions—and they are cer- 
tainly not very bright—it is abundantly 
clear that there are a number of 
problems which, in spite of fluctuat- 
ing exchanges, are still susceptible 
of firm conclusions. What is defi- 
nitely required at this moment is a 
clear lead as to which particular problems 
can still usefully be discussed during the 
period when a fluctuation of the inter- 
national exchanges’ must be regarded as 
inevitable. That is the real question 
which was referred yesterday to the sub- 
committees. It is very much to be hoped 
that it will be faced boldly-and in a spirit 
of realism. 

That it will involve some alteration of 
the programme is a comparatively small 
matter. It would be a profound mistake, 
for instance, to insist on the full co-opera- 
tion of the gold standard countries, if 
they were really convinced that nothing 
useful could be achieved without a prior 
agreement on stabilisation. But there 
i$ no reason whatever why countries 
which take a different view should also 
fold their hands and desist from anv 
attempt at co-operative action to mitigate 
the economic causes of the present de- 
pression. The discussions in the various 
commissions and committees c- the Con- 
ference suggest, indeed, that the countries 
off the gold standard might even find it 
easier to reach agreement among them- 
selves alone. The ideal. no doubt, is still 
that the Conference should go on with the 
active participation of all the sixty-six: 
but, if there are countries which really 
think it useless that it should ‘continue 
then the next best thing is surely that the 
others should go on in their own way.

YOUTH SENTENCED TO

A sentence of two years’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, was imposed on Francis 
Merriman (19), employed at Dunboyne, Co. 
Meath, and a native of Mooretown, Delvin, 
Co. Westmeath, who pleaded guilty on Wed- 
nesday to unlawfully wounding Michael Reid, 
Dunboyne, on April 29 last, and to the illegal

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in sentencing the 
accused man, said that the depositions in the 
case showed an appalling state of affairs, so 
far as Merriman was concerned. He was 
satisfied that on the night in question he lay 
in wait with a shot-cun and fired two shots 
at Reid, wounding him saggy. 

If Reid had died—as he might well have 
dome—as a result of his wounds, Merriman 
would have stood a very good chance of being 
convicted of wilful murder and hanged, For- 
tunately, Reid was now out of danger, but 
ha would be a cripple for life as a result of 
the act of the accused man 

“H this country is to be fit for people to 
live in at all,” Mr. Justice Sullivan con. 
eluded, “the use of deadly weapons must be 
severely punished, and I cannot inflict a lesser 
sentence on you than two years, with hard 
labour.”
